Lords of His cMajeftics Privy Gouncil, Bibles of three ſeveral Volumes and Sizes, Printed by the ſaid deceg 
Anderſon, one thereof on a Letter called the Peril Letter with Notes, in the Volume of Twelve, printed in they 
thouſand fix hundred and ſeventy three; another printed in the ſaid year, on the ſame Letter, without Note 
Volume of Eighteen, and the third printed in the year, one thouſand fix hundred and ſeventy fix, on a Letrey 
Nonperil, with Notes, in the Volume of Eight: Of which Bibles, they have printed ſuch a conſiderable * 
their very great expences) as may be able ſufficiently to ſerve His Majefties Lieges, and to the advantage of ti 
by hindering the export of conſiderable ſums of money which are daily taken forth thereof, for the import 
Bibles ; and have undertaken to ſerve the Lieges ſufficiently, at als eaſie rates in far better work, as any 
can affoord. The ſaids Lords of Council do therefore, conform to His Xajefties Gift aforſaid, prohibit and 
any puns whatſomever, after the firſt day of November next, to import, vend or ſell into this Kingd 
Bibles of the foreſaids Letters and Sizes; Declaring hereby, all ſuch Bibles as ſhall be imported after tha 
confiſcable, the one half thereof for His Majeſties uſe, and the other half for the uſe of the Relict and H 
ehegjeftics (aid Printer: With full Power and Warrand to them, or any having their Order, to ſeize upon? 
confiſcat the ſaids Bibles, where. ever the ſame canbe found, they being alwayes countable for His Nele, * 
ſaid ſeizure, to the Lords of the Theſaury: Ordaining and Commanding hereby, the Tackſ-· men and 
of the Cuſtoms and Exciſe, their Deputes and Waiters, to confiſcate any of the ſaids Bibles that ſhall ivy 
imported after d ſaid day, to the ule aloreſſid; which is to be by and attour any other puniſhment or Wl 
Aa jeſies Council ſhall think fit to iafl , or impoſe upon the contraveeners. And Ordains theſe pre 
printed, and publiſhed at the Mercat · coſs of Edinburgh, Glaſges, and other places needſul, that none
